Since 1906 the descendants of Revolutionary War 
soldier John Griswold have been gathering each year to 
remember, reminisce and celebrate the lives of those who 
came early in the nineteenth century to Wayne County to 
carve a homestead out of the wilds of the beechwoods. 
John Griswold first built a log cabin near the base of the 
mountain and later had Levi Bennett, in 1819, construct 
the house that still stands at the corner in Curtis Valley. It 
was called the “Cold Water Tavern” for the cold mountain 
stream that traversed the property. John Griswold had six 
sons: John, Francis, Orin, Sumner, Horace and Sedate.
